The copy o f COUP arrived last Thursday. Haven't yet had a 
chance to write back to you before this. ZjhBxsorax I would 
suggest you advise thw Committee to pack your manuscripts better 
before they mai 1 them. Actually, it was a miracle the book 
ever got here. They put it in a regular manila envelope with 
no reinforcing whatsoever, and sent it book rate, not certified 
or anything. Upon its arrival here the manila envelope had 
large rips in two places -- hell, after writing all this I've 
decided it’d be easier to s end you the envelope, so it’s in here. 

I found, looking through the mss that page 79 is missing. 

This morning (mond^ ) my fri end took the mss to work and began 
copying it, she should have it finished by Friday.
